Biden, Xi clash on Taiwan but try to 
‘manage’ differences

NUSA DUA, Indonesia (AP) — President Joe 
Biden objected directly to China’s “coer- 
cive and increasingly aggressive actions” 
toward Taiwan during the first in-person 
meeting of his presidency with Xi Jinping, 
as the two superpower leaders aimed on 
Monday to “manage” their differences in 
the competition for global influence. 
The nearly three-hour meeting was the 
highlight of Biden’s weeklong, round-the- 
world trip to the Middle East and Asia, and 
came at a critical juncture for the two 
countries amid increasing economic and 
security tensions. Speaking at a news con- 
ference afterward, Biden said that when it 
comes to China, the U.S. would “compete 
vigorously, but I’m not looking for conflict.” 
He added: “I absolutely believe there 
need not be a new Cold War” between 


America and the rising Asian power. 
Biden reiterated U.S. support for its long- 
standing “One China” policy, which rec- 
ognizes the government in Beijing — while 
allowing for informal American relations 
and defense ties with Taipei, and “stra- 
tegic ambiguity” over whether the U.S. 
would respond militarily if the island were 
attacked. He also said that despite Chi- 
na’s recent saber rattling, he does not 
believe “there’s any imminent attempt on 
the part of China to invade Taiwan.” 
Xi, according to the Chinese govern- 
ment’s account of the meeting, “stressed 
that the Taiwan question is at the very core 
of China’s core interests, the bedrock of 
the political foundation of China-U.S. rela- 
tions, and the first red line that must not be 
crossed in China-U.S. relations.”

Biden said he and Xi also 
discussed Russia’s aggres- 
sion against Ukraine and 
“reaffirmed 
our 
shared 
belief” that the use or 
even the threat of nuclear 
weapons is “totally unac- 
ceptable.” That was a ref- 
erence to Moscow’s thinly 
veiled threats to use atomic 
weapons as its nearly nine- 
month invasion of Ukraine 
has faltered. 
Chinese 
officials 
have 
largely refrained from pub- 
lic criticism of Russia’s war, 
although Beijing has avoid- 
ed direct support of the 
Russians, such as supplying 
arms. 
While there were no wa- 
tershed breakthroughs, the 
Biden-Xi meeting brought 
each side long-sought, if 
modest, gains. In addition 
to the shared condem- 
nation of Russian nuclear 
threats, Biden appeared to 
secure from Xi the resump- 
tion of lower-level coopera- 
tion from China on a range 
of shared global challeng- 
es. Meanwhile, Xi, who has 
aimed to establish China as 
a geopolitical peer of the 
U.S., got symbolic home turf 
for the meeting as well as 
Biden’s forceful One China 
policy commitment. 
The White House said Biden 
and Xi agreed to “em- 
power key senior officials” 
to work on areas of poten- 
tial cooperation, including 
tackling climate change 
and maintaining global fi- 
nancial, health and food 
stability. Beijing had cut off 
such contacts with the U.S. 
in protest of House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi’s trip to Tai- 
wan in August. 
China and the U.S. are the 


world’s worst climate pol- 
luters, and their one-on- 
one climate contacts are 
seen as vital to staving off 
some of the most dire sce- 
narios of climate change. 
Biden’s first stop on his long 
overseas trip was in Egypt 
for a major climate confer- 
ence. 
The two leaders agreed to 
have U.S. Secretary of State 
Antony Blinken travel to Bei- 
jing to continue discussions. 
Xi and Biden warmly greet- 
ed each other with a hand- 
shake at a luxury resort ho- 
tel in Indonesia, where they 
are attending the Group of 
20 summit of large econo- 
mies. 
“As the leaders of our two 
nations, we share respon- 
sibility, in my view, to show 
that China and the United 
States can manage our 
differences, prevent com- 
petition 
from 
becoming 
anything ever near conflict, 
and to find ways to work to- 
gether on urgent global is- 
sues that require our mutual 
cooperation,” Biden said to 
open the meeting. 
Xi called on Biden to “chart 
the right course” and “el- 
evate 
the 
relationship” 
between China and the 


U.S. He said he wanted a 
“candid and in-depth ex- 
change of views.” 
Both men entered the high- 
ly anticipated meeting with 
bolstered political standing 
at home. Democrats trium- 
phantly held onto control 
of the U.S. Senate, with a 
chance to boost their ranks 
by one in a runoff election 
in Georgia next month, 
while Xi was awarded a 
third five-year term in Oc- 
tober by the Communist 
Party’s national congress, a 
break with tradition. 
But relations between the 
two powers have grown 
more strained under suc- 
cessive American admin- 
istrations, with economic, 
trade, human rights and 
security differences at the 
fore. 
As president, Biden has 
repeatedly taken China 
to task for human rights 
abuses against the Uyghur 
people and other ethnic 
minorities, 
crackdowns 
on democracy activists in 
Hong Kong, coercive trade 
practices, military provoca- 
tions against self-ruled Tai- 
wan and differences over 
Russia and Ukraine. 
The White House said Biden 


specifically 
mentioned 
U.S. concerns about Chi- 
na’s actions in Xinjiang, Ti- 
bet, and Hong Kong, and 
the plight of Americans it 
considers “wrongfully de- 
tained” or subject to exit 
bans in China. 
Taiwan has emerged as 
one of the most conten- 
tious issues. Multiple times 
in his presidency, Biden has 
said the U.S. would defend 
the island — which China 
has eyed for eventual uni- 
fication — in case of a 
Beijing-led invasion. But ad- 
ministration officials have 
stressed each time that the 
U.S. China policy has not 
changed. 
Pelosi’s trip prompted Chi- 
na, officially the People’s 
Republic of China, to retali- 
ate with military drills and 
the firing of ballistic missiles 
into nearby waters. 
The White House said Biden 
“raised U.S. objections to 
the PRC’s coercive and 
increasingly aggressive ac- 
tions toward Taiwan, which 
undermine 
peace 
and 
stability across the Taiwan 
Strait and in the broader re- 
gion, and jeopardize glob- 
al prosperity.” 
In the meeting, Biden said 


China’s economic practic- 
es “harm American workers 
and families, and workers 
and families around the 
world,” the White House 
said. 
The meeting came just 
weeks after the Biden ad- 
ministration 
blocked 
ex- 
ports of advanced com- 
puter chips to China — a 
national security move that 
bolsters U.S. competition 
against Beijing. 
Xi’s government said he 
condemned such moves, 
saying, “Starting a trade 
war or a technology war, 
building walls and barriers, 
and pushing for decou- 
pling and severing supply 
chains run counter to the 
principles of market econo- 
my and undermine interna- 
tional trade rules.” 
Although the two men 
have held five phone or 
video calls during Biden’s 
presidency, White House 
officials said those encoun- 
ters 
were 
no 
substitute 
for an in-person meeting. 
They said sitting down with 
Xi was all the more im- 
portant after the Chinese 
leader 
strengthened 
his 
grip on power with a third 
term and because lower- 
level Chinese officials have 
been unable or unwilling to 
speak for their leader. 
White House officials and 
their Chinese counterparts 
spent 
weeks 
negotiat- 
ing details of the meeting, 
which was held at Xi’s hotel 
with translators providing 
simultaneous interpretation 
through 
headsets. 
Each 
leader was flanked by nine 
N-95 mask-wearing aides, 
and in the case of Xi, at 
least one official newly el- 
evated in the recent Con- 
gress to its top leadership. 
U.S. officials were eager to 
see how Xi approached 
the meeting after consoli- 
dating his position as the 
unquestioned leader of the 
state — whether that made 
him more or less likely to 
seek out areas of coopera- 
tion. 
Biden said Xi was as he’s al- 
ways been. 
“I didn’t find him more 
confrontational 
or 
more 
conciliatory,” Biden said. 
“I found him the way he’s 
always been, direct and 
straightforward.”q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Biden administration has 
determined 
that 
Iranian 
threats against former Sec- 
retary of State Mike Pom- 
peo and one of his former 
top aides remain credible 
and persist nearly two years 
after they left office. 
The State Department no- 
tified Congress last week 
that both Pompeo and 
Brian Hook, who served as 
special representative for 
Iran during the Trump ad- 
ministration, were still both 
subject to a “serious and 
credible threat from a for- 
eign power or agent of a 
foreign power” stemming 
from their work while in 
government. 
The determinations which 
mean Pompeo and Hook 
will continue to receive 
government 
protection 
were signed by Deputy 
Secretary of State for Man- 
agement Brian McKeon on 
Nov. 8 and sent to Congress 
on Nov. 9, according to the 
notifications obtained by 
The Associated Press. 
“I hereby determine that 
the specific threat with re- 


spect to former Secretary 
of State Michael Pompeo 
persists,” McKeon wrote. He 
used identical language to 
refer to the threat against 
Hook. The AP reported in 
March that the State De- 
partment was paying more 
than $2 million per month 
to provide 24-hour security 
to Pompeo and Hook. The 


latest determinations the 
eighth for Hook and the 
fifth for Pompeo since they 
left government in January 
2021 did not give a dollar 
amount for the protection. 
Even as the Biden adminis- 
tration made those deter- 
minations and spent mon- 
ey for Pompeo and Hook’s 
protection, 
it 
continued 


to press ahead with indi- 
rect talks with Iran aimed 
at salvaging the 2015 Iran 
nuclear deal that former 
President 
Donald 
Trump 
withdrew from in 2018. 
Those 
talks 
have 
been 
stalled for months now and 
the administration has been 
pessimistic for some time 
that they will resume any- 


time soon. The administra- 
tion has blamed Iran for the 
breakdown in talks, saying 
it has raised demands out- 
side the scope of the deal, 
which gave Tehran billions 
in sanctions relief in return 
for curbs on its nuclear pro- 
gram. In the meantime, 
Iran has launched a major 
crackdown on antigovern- 
ment protests sparked by 
the death of a woman in 
custody who was accused 
of violating a law requiring 
women to wear heads- 
carves in public. The U.S. 
has imposed addition sanc- 
tions on Iranian officials for 
human rights abuses and 
on Monday national secu- 
rity adviser Jake Sullivan 
The notifications do not 
specifically identify Iran as 
the source of the threats, 
but Iranian officials have 
long vented anger at Pom- 
peo and Hook for leading 
the Trump administration’s 
“maximum pressure” cam- 
paign against Iran, includ- 
ing designating Iran’s Is- 
lamic Revolutionary Guard 
Corps a “foreign terrorist 
organization” and subject- 
ing it to unprecedented 
sanctions.q 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court has cleared 
the way for the House com- 
mittee 
investigating 
the 
Jan. 6, 2021, insurrection 
at the U.S. Capitol to get 
phone records belonging 
to the leader of the Arizona 
Republican Party. 
The high court on Monday 
rejected GOP state chair 
Kelli Ward’s request to halt 
the turnover of records 
while a lawsuit proceeds. 
The court lifted a temporary 
order that had been put in 
place by Justice Elena Ka- 
gan that had paused any- 
thing from happening while 
Ward’s emergency request 
was at the Supreme Court. 
Ward has said her First 
Amendment rights would 
be chilled if investigators 
were able to learn whom 


she spoke with while trying 
to challenge former Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s 2020 
election defeat. Ward at- 
torney Alexander Kolodin 
said he had not yet seen 
the order and had no im- 
mediate comment. 
As is common in situations 
involving emergency re- 
quests to the high court, 
the justices did not explain 
their 
reasoning 
in 
their 
three-sentence order. Jus- 
tice Clarence Thomas and 
Justice Samuel Alito said 
they would have sided with 
Ward but also did not elab- 
orate. 
Thomas’ 
wife 
Virginia 
“Ginni” Thomas is one of 
the people who was inter- 
viewed by the Jan. 6 com- 
mittee and has stood by 
the false claim that the 2020 


election was fraudulent. 
She had urged Republican 
lawmakers in Arizona after 
the election to choose their 
own slate of electors. 
A federal appeals court 
panel previously ruled 2-1 
against Ward and said the 
committee should get re- 
cords of calls she made 
and received from just be- 
fore the November 2020 
election to Jan. 31, 2021. 
That 
includes 
a 
period 
when Ward was pushing 
for Trump’s election defeat 
to be overturned and Con- 
gress was set to certify the 
results in favor of Democrat 
Joe Biden. 
Ruling against Ward at the 
appeals court level were 
judges appointed by presi- 
dents of different parties. 
Barry Silverman, an appoin- 


tee of Democratic Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton, and Eric 
Miller, a Trump appointee, 
both ruled against Ward. 
Judge Sandra Ikuta, an 
appointee of Republican 
President George W. Bush, 
dissented. 
The appeals court ruling 
followed a September de- 
cision by a federal judge 
in Phoenix who also ruled 


against Ward. 
Kelli Ward and her hus- 
band, 
Michael 
Ward, 
were presidential electors 
who would have voted for 
Trump in the Electoral Col- 
lege had he won Arizona. 
Both signed a document 
falsely claiming they were 
Arizona’s true electors, de- 
spite Biden’s victory in the 
state.q

High court rules against Arizona GOP 
leader in records fight 
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DAYTONA BEACH SHORES, 
Fla. (AP) — Damages are 
estimated at more than 
$481 million in a central Flor- 
ida coastal county where 
homes collapsed into the 
Atlantic Ocean following 
Hurricane Nicole last week. 
The damages from the cat- 
egory 1 storm in Volusia 
County, home to Daytona 
Beach, exceeded those 
from the much stronger Hur- 
ricane Ian, which caused 
$377 million in the county, 
officials said. Hurricane Ian, 
a category 4 storm, made 
landfall in southwest Florida 
in late September and tore 
across the state. 
Moody’s Investors Service 
estimated 
insured 
losses 
from Ian at between $40 
billion and $70 billion in Flor- 
ida and North Carolina. 
Severe beach erosion from 


Ian made homes vulner- 
able to the impact of Ni- 
cole in Wilbur-by-the Sea, 
a quaint beach commu- 


nity 
where 
single-family 
homes fell into the ocean 
last week. Volusia County 
officials said that at least 30 


single-family homes in Wil- 
bur-by-the-Sea and seven 
single-family homes in near- 
by Ponce Inlet have been 
deemed unsafe following 
Hurricane Nicole. 
In Daytona Beach Shores 
and New Smyrna Beach, 
two dozen multistory condo 
buildings have been evac- 
uated and deemed unsafe 
by building inspectors. 
Daytona Beach Shore by 
far had the most property 
damage in the county, es- 
timated at $370.3 million, 
according to the Volusia 
County Property Apprais- 
er. It was followed by New 
Smyrna Beach at $51.1 mil- 
lion and Daytona Beach at 
$50 million. 
The property appraiser’s 
office warned that those 
figures would likely rise as 
more buildings are inspect- 


ed. For storm-weary Florid- 
ians, Nicole was the first 
November hurricane to hit 
their shores since 1985 and 
only the third since record- 
keeping began in 1853. 
The storm was blamed for 
five deaths in Florida. A man 
and a woman were killed 
by electrocution when they 
touched downed power 
lines in the Orlando area. 
Also in Orange County, 
one man died in a vehicle 
crash, and a male pedes- 
trian was struck and killed 
by a vehicle because of 
poor road conditions. An- 
other man died as waves 
battered his yacht against 
a dock in Cocoa, despite 
efforts to resuscitate him 
by paramedics who man- 
aged to get on board as 
the boat broke away from 
its moorings.q

Florida county puts damage from Nicole at $481 million

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va. (AP) 
— A University of Virginia 
student shot and killed 
three 
members 
of 
the 
school’s football team as 
they returned to campus 
from a field trip, setting off 
panic and a 12-hour lock- 
down at the school until 
the suspect was captured 
Monday. 
The 
violence 
that 
also 
wounded two students late 
Sunday erupted near a 
parking garage and closed 
much of the campus while 
police searched through 
the night for the gunman. 
Officials got word during a 
midmorning news briefing 
that the suspect, 22-year- 
old 
Christopher 
Darnell 
Jones Jr. had been arrest- 
ed. 
“Just give me a moment 
to thank God, breathe a 
sigh of relief,” university Po- 
lice Chief Timothy Longo Sr. 
said after learning Jones 
was in custody. 
The 
shooting 
happened 
just after 10:15 p.m. Sunday 
as a charter bus full of stu- 
dents returned from seeing 
a play in Washington. 
University 
President 
Jim 
Ryan said authorities did 


not have a “full under- 
standing” of the motive or 
circumstances surrounding 
the shooting. 
“The entire university com- 
munity is grieving this morn- 
ing,” a visibly strained Ryan 
said. 
“My heart is broken for the 
victims and their families 
and for all those who knew 
and loved them.” 
The killings happened at 


a time when the nation is 
on edge from a string of 
mass shootings during the 
last six months, including a 
shooting that killed 19 stu- 
dents and two teachers 
at an elementary school in 
Uvalde, Texas; a shooting 
at a Fourth of July parade 
in a Chicago suburb that 
killed seven and wounded 
more than 30; and a shoot- 
ing at a supermarket in Buf- 


falo, New York, that killed 
10 people and wounded 
three. 
Ryan identified the three 
students who were killed as: 
Devin Chandler, Lavel Da- 
vis Jr. and D’Sean Perry. He 
said one of the wounded 
students was hospitalized in 
critical condition, and the 
other was in good condi- 
tion. 
The shooting touched off 


an intense manhunt, with 
authorities conducting a 
building-by-building search 
of the campus while stu- 
dents sheltered in place. 
The lockdown order was 
lifted late Monday morn- 
ing. 
Jones was taken into custo- 
dy without incident in sub- 
urban Richmond, police 
said. 
Authorities obtained arrest 
warrants for Jones charg- 
ing him with three counts 
of second-degree murder 
and three counts of using a 
handgun in the commission 
of a felony, Longo said. 
Jones had once been on 
the football team, but had 
not been on the team for 
at least a year, Longo said. 
The UVA football website 
listed him as a team mem- 
ber during the 2018 season 
and said he did not play in 
any games. 
Hours after Jones was ar- 
rested, first-year head foot- 
ball coach Tony Elliott sat 
alone outside the athletic 
building used by the team, 
at times with his head in his 
hands. He said the victims 
“were all good kids” and 
that he would talk more 
about them “when the 
time is right.”q

PARIS (AP) — The U.K. and 
France signed an agree- 
ment Monday that will see 
more police patrol beach- 
es in northern France in an 
attempt to stop migrants 
from trying to cross the Eng- 
lish Channel in small boats 
a regular source of friction 
between the two. 
As scores of people were 
picked up and brought 
ashore Monday by a U.K. 
Border Force vessel, the Brit- 
ish government said it had 
agreed to pay France 72.2 
million euros ($75 million) in 
2022-2023 almost 10 million 
euros more than under an 
existing deal in exchange 
for France increasing secu- 
rity patrols along the coast 
by 40%. 
That includes 350 more 
gendarmes 
and 
police 
guarding beaches in Cal- 
ais and Dunkirk, as well as 
more drones and night vi- 


sion equipment to help of- 
ficers detect unauthorized 
crossings. 
British Prime Minister Rishi 
Sunak said the deal would 


mean “for the first time, 
British officials embedded 
in French operations to 
strengthen 
coordination 
and the effectiveness of 


our operations.” 
The 
agreement, 
signed 
by French Interior Minister 
Gerald Darmanin and Brit- 
ish Home Secretary Suella 


Braverman in Paris, contains 
proposals to fight crime by 
harvesting information from 
intercepted 
migrants 
to 
help tackle smuggling net- 
works. 
No specific target for boat 
interceptions was included. 
The U.K. receives fewer asy- 
lum-seekers than many Eu- 
ropean nations, including 
Germany, France and Italy, 
but thousands of migrants 
from around the world trav- 
el to northern France each 
year in hopes of crossing 
the channel. Some want 
to reach the U.K. because 
they have friends or fam- 
ily there, others because 
they speak English or be- 
cause it’s perceived to be 
easy to find work. In recent 
years there’s been a sharp 
increase in the number 
of people attempting the 
journey in dinghies and 
other small craft as authori- 
ties clamped down on oth- 
er routes such as stowing 
away on buses or trucks.q

ISTANBUL (AP) — Turkish po- 
lice said Monday they have 
detained a Syrian woman 
with 
suspected 
links 
to 
Kurdish militants and that 
she confessed to planting a 
bomb that exploded on a 
bustling pedestrian avenue 
in Istanbul, killing six people 
and wounding several doz- 
en others. Kurdish militants 
strongly denied any links to 
the bombing. 
Sunday’s explosion hit Is- 
tiklal Avenue, a popular 
thoroughfare 
lined 
with 
shops and restaurants that 
leads to Taksim Square. 
“A little while ago, the per- 
son who left the bomb was 
detained by our Istanbul 
Police Department teams,” 
Interior Minister Suleyman 
Soylu 
announced 
early 
Monday. Police later iden- 
tified the suspect as Ahlam 
Albashir, a Syrian citizen. 
The Istanbul Police De- 
partment said videos from 
around 1,200 security cam- 
eras were reviewed and 
raids were carried out at 21 
locations. At least 46 other 
people were also detained 
for questioning. 
The suspect allegedly de- 
parted the scene in a taxi 
after leaving TNT-type ex- 
plosives on the crowded 
avenue, police said. 
Sunday’s explosion was a 
shocking reminder of the 
anxiety that gripped Turkey 
when such attacks were 


common. The country was 
hit by a string of deadly 
bombings between 2015 
and 2017, some by the Is- 
lamic State group, others 
by Kurdish militants who 
seek increased autonomy 
or independence. 
Police said the suspect told 
them during her interroga- 
tion that she had been 
trained as a “special intel- 
ligence officer” by the out- 
lawed Kurdistan Workers’ 
Party, as well as the Syrian 
Kurdish group the Demo- 
cratic Union Party and its 
armed wing. She entered 
Turkey illegally through the 
Syrian border town of Afrin, 


police said. 
The Kurdistan Workers Party 
denied involvement in a 
statement, saying it did not 
target civilians. In Syria, the 
main Kurdish militia group, 
People’s 
Defense 
Units, 
denied any links to the 
suspect. The group main- 
tained that Turkish President 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan was 
trying to gather interna- 
tional support for his plans 
to launch a new incursion 
into northern Syria ahead 
of next year’s elections. 
Soylu 
said 
the 
suspect 
would have fled to neigh- 
boring Greece if she hadn’t 
been detained. 


Asked about Soylu’s com- 
ments, Greek government 
spokesman Giannis Oikon- 
omou reiterated Greece’s 
condolences and stressed 
that the government “is 
steadily against any terror- 
ist act. What happened in 
Istanbul is abhorrent and 
condemnable.” 
Earlier, Soylu said security 
forces believe that instruc- 
tions for the attack came 
from Kobani, the majority 
Kurdish city in northern Syr- 
ia that borders Turkey. He 
said the attack would be 
avenged. 
“We know what message 
those who carried out this 


action want to give us. We 
got this message,” Soylu 
said. “Don’t worry, we will 
pay them back heavily.” 
Soylu also blamed the Unit- 
ed States, claiming that 
a condolence message 
from the White House was 
akin to “a killer being first to 
show up at a crime scene.” 
Turkey has been infuriated 
by U.S. support for Syrian 
Kurdish groups. 
In its message, the White 
House said it strongly con- 
demned the “act of vio- 
lence” in Istanbul, adding: 
“We 
stand 
shoulder-to- 
shoulder with our NATO ally 
(Turkey) in countering ter- 
rorism.” 
Turkish 
television 
broad- 
cast footage purporting 
to show the main suspect 
being detained at a house 
where 
she 
was 
alleg- 
edly hiding. It said police 
searching the house also 
seized large amounts of 
cash, gold and a gun. The 
minister told reporters that 
Kurdish militants had alleg- 
edly given orders for the 
main suspect to be killed 
to avoid evidence being 
traced back to them. Istan- 
bul Gov. Ali Yerlikaya said 
of the 81 people hospital- 
ized in the attack, 57 have 
been discharged. Six of the 
wounded were in intensive 
care and two of them were 
in life-threatening condi- 
tion, he said. The six killed in 
the blast were members of 
three families and included 
children ages 9 and 15.q

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Reintroduction of Aruparking leads to debate 


ORANJESTAD – A survey 
on social media is receiv- 
ing different reactions from 
the local community on 
the topic of Aruparking. 
Some people indicate that 
the parking system needs 
to be reinforced while oth- 
ers thing it would be better 
eliminated. 


Aruparking exists since No- 
vember 2014, and it is a 
company 
belonging 
to 
Arubus. They have 25 em- 
ployees in service, divided 
between parking watchers 
and administrative person- 
nel. Aruparking manages 
more than 1,300 parking 
spots in the entire area 
of Oranjestad, of which 
around 800 are for clients 
who visit the area for shop- 
ping or errands. The rest of 
the spots are reserved for 
employees working in the 
area, who do not neces- 
sarily need to park too 
close because their car 
stays there over eight hours 
a day. 


In September 2015, imple- 
mentation of the Lands- 
verordering 
Parkeerme- 
ters (National Ordinance 
Parking Meters) came into 
force, which awarded spe- 
cial authority of supervision 
to a group of almost 25 Aru- 
parking employees. Their 
work varied from control- 
ling compliance with the 
parking fees, to incorrectly 
parked cars on the side- 
walk or places forbidden 
indicated by a sign. 
This system generated a 
lot of malcontent in some 
sectors of the community 
since it was originally imple- 
mented, because some 
people indicated that the 
parking system affected 
the economy of the city 
center, since customers did 
not have enough spots to 
park their cars. 


Sometime later, the sys- 
tem stopped working. But 
recently discussion began 
about the reintroduction of 
Aruparking, with minister of 
Transport, Ursell Arends stat- 
ing his intention in a press 
release as “bringing order 
and accessibility to the city 
center 
with 
Aruparking, 
from a chaotic to a regu- 
lated system.” 


There are about 80,000 
number plates in Aruba, 
of which a great portion 
circulates our streets. From 
information 
of 
Arupark- 
ing, there are about 960 
white parking spots (acces- 
sible to anyone), 679 yellow 
spots (reserved for workers 
in the area) and 12 for per- 
sons with disabilities. These 
1,651 spots in the city cen- 
ter can barely accommo- 
date about 2 percent of all 
cars in Aruba. 


“This reality means that 
parking in the center of 
Oranjestad cannot contin- 
ue as a Wild West”, the min- 
ister said in his press release. 
“Through rules and order 
we can guarantee more 
and better mobility in the 
city center and other parts 
where there is commerce. 
In commerce there is also 
a conviction that a well- 
organized system has ben- 
efits for all. It is impossible to 
blame Aruparking for the 
situation in which Oranjes- 
tad is right now, because 
for the last five years that 
Aruparking was not active, 
it cannot be said that there 
was development in the 
city center.” 


He added that “it is im- 
portant to mention that 
when new members were 


named to the Raad van 
Commisarissen (Supervisory 
Board) of Arubus, it was en- 
sured that a representative 
of the commercial sector 
in Oranjestad was includ- 
ed, in order to express the 
wishes of business owners 
in the city center. Current 
agreemets are that the ad- 
vice of the Raad van Com- 
misarissen will be brought 
to the Council of Ministers 
and a way to reactivate 
Aruparking in its totality will 
be deliberated.” 


Minister Arends hopes that 
the reintroduction of Aru- 
parking can bring order 
in the chaotic situation of 
parking in the city center 
and contribute to the de- 
velopment of Oranjestad 
as a whole, while stimulat- 
ing our economy and mak- 
ing the area more acces- 
sible for everyone in the 
community. 


Survey: Eliminate or rein- 
force Aruparking? 
From the 11th of November, 
the Facebook Page Survey 
Aruba published a survey 
for the local community to 
give its opinion if the system 
of parking needs to con- 
tinue in a “more effective” 
way, or if it needs to be de- 
finitively eliminated. 


The post has already gen- 


erated hundreds of com- 
ments from Facebook users 
sharing different ideas. 
“The cars of the workers in 
the main street need to be 
in a parking lot dedicated 
to only them. Because 
when you go now, there is 
no place to park between 
9am to 6pm. So you as a 
customer need to park far 
from the street and walk to 
the shops. Eliminate it, but 
is there a search for a solu- 
tion? Arutram is supposed 
to be maintained my cruise 
tourists, who each pay be- 
fore boarding a ship. This 
keeps the tram clean and 
pays the chauffeurs. We 
need to check with the 
government 
about 
that 
money, and that the mon- 
ey paid for parking helps 
those working in Aruparking 
and for the maintenance 
of the parking lots, be- 
cause the workers of Aru- 
parking also have a family. 
The biggest damage has 
already been done, a lot 
of businesses shut down 
because the main street 
was destroyed for too long, 
and not because of the 
pandemic. We are living in 
Aruba, now,” one user ex- 
pressed. 


Another 
commented: 
“Leave it, it is very good. 
This way you don’t find cars 
parked almost in the mid- 


dle of the road and badly 
parked. People don’t re- 
spect the disability spot. 
Why when you go abroad 
you do respect it? Cura- 
çao has it and everyone re- 
spects it. It’s not Aruparking 
that killed the main street, 
but the malls that opened 
all around Aruba. That’s 
what finished it. Besides, in 
the main street all clothes 
are 
the 
same, 
except 
Mango and La Moderna. 
Another thing is that the 
buildings are too expensive 
to rent out, so this killed the 
main street, not Arupark- 
ing.” 


Yet another one proposed: 
“Eliminate it, but at the 
same time find three strate- 
gic places where you can 
build a parking garage of 
various levels, that you can 
charge for.” 


“Open the main street 
back for traffic. But in the 
current concept, Arupark- 
ing never worked and in 
time became a nuisance 
and even has a negative 
image in the community”, 
another used expressed.

Oranjestad - The Dutch 
Marine ship Zr.Ms. Holland 
during her first operational 
weeks has intercepted two 
drug transports in the Ca- 
ribbean Sea. 


The first so-called go-fast 
was 
discovered 
by 
an 


American Maritime patrol 
airplane, after which the 
Zr.Ms. Holland came into 
action. With the embarked 
US Coast Guard helicopter 
and the fast FRISC-inter- 
ceptions vessels, the go- 
fast was persecuted. The 
first go-fast had approxi- 
mately 500 kilograms drugs 
contraband on board. The 
second intercepted drugs 
transportation was 400 ki- 
lograms contraband co- 
caine. All packages were 
confiscated and the sus- 
pect smugglers, who were 
on board of the go-fasts, 
were arrested. 


The suspects as well as the 
contraband at a later mo- 
ment were transferred to 
the cutter of the American 
Coastguard, for persecu- 
tion in the United States. A 
total of approximately 900 
kilograms drugs were con- 
fiscated.

Total Import 
The total import, in terms of weight, 
registered an increase of 49.6 mln. 
kg (42.6%) in the third quarter of 
2022 (166.1 mln. kg) compared to 
the same period in 2021 (116.5 mln.

total import increased by Afl. 85.6 
mln (14.6%), from Afl. 586.8 mln. to 
Afl.

Import by Air to the free circulation

NEW YORK (AP) — The rap- 
id collapse of cryptocur- 
rency exchange FTX into 
bankruptcy last week has 
also shaken the world of 
philanthropy, due to the 
donations and influence 
of FTX founder Sam Bank- 
man-Fried in the “effective 
altruism” movement.

Bankman-Fried

His net worth, estimated 
earlier this year at $24 bil- 
lion, has all but evaporat-

ple. 
On Thursday night, FTX 
Future Fund’s leadership 
team resigned, warning 
grantees that they were 
unlikely to pay out prom- 
ised funds. 
“We are devastated to 
say that it looks likely that 
there are many committed 
grants that the Future Fund 
will be unable to honor,” 
the team wrote in a joint 
post in the Effective Altru- 
ism Forum. “We are so sorry 
that it has come to this.” 
ProPublica, the investiga- 
tive journalism nonprofit, 
said it has been told by 


Building a Stronger Future, 
a foundation funded by 
Bankman-Fried, that the 
remaining two-thirds of its 
$5 million grant to report 
on pandemic prepared- 
ness and biothreats is now 
on hold. 
ProPublica received one- 
third of the grant in Febru- 
ary and expected one- 
third annually until 2024. 
The nonprofit said Building 
a Stronger Future is assess- 
ing its finances and that it 
was talking to other funders 
about taking on some of its 
grant portfolio. 
“Regardless of what hap- 
pens with the remainder of 
the grant, we are deeply 
committed to this impor- 
tant work and the team we 
have assembled to pursue 
it,” the nonprofit said in a 
statement. 
Bankman-Fried, 30, is the 
best-known proponent of 
the 
“effective 
altruism” 
social movement which 
believes in prioritizing do- 
nations to projects that will 
have the largest impact on 
the most number of peo- 
ple. Dustin Moskovitz, co- 
founder of Facebook and 
current Asana CEO and 
co-founder, and his wife 
Cari Tuna, are also major 
funders and backers of the 
movement, which also em- 
phasizes that the lives of all 
people should be weight- 
ed equally, regardless of 
where they live now or if 
they will inhabit the earth 
generations in the future. 
“I wanted to get rich, not 
because I like money but 
because I wanted to give 
that money to charity,” 
Bankman-Fried 
told 
an 
interviewer in a YouTube 
video called “ The Most 
Generous Billionaire,” pub- 
lished in January last year 
by producer Nuseir Yassin. 
Yassin said he is disappoint- 
ed Bankman-Fried’s down- 
fall is dragging down the 
idea of philanthropy, in ad- 
dition to destabilizing cryp- 
tocurrency markets and 
customers losing funds. 
“The third terrible outcome 
is loss of faith in the giving 
world, in the ‘effective al- 
truism’ world,” Yassin said. 
“And I find that to be the 
saddest one.” q

HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) — 
Search giant Google has 
agreed to a $391.5 million 
settlement with 40 states 
to resolve an investigation 
into how the company 
tracked users’ locations, 
state attorneys general an- 
nounced Monday. 
The states’ investigation 
was sparked by a 2018 As- 
sociated Press story, which 
found that Google contin- 
ued to track people’s loca- 
tion data even after they 
opted out of such tracking 
by disabling a feature the 
company called “location 
history.” 
The 
attorneys 
general 
called the settlement a 
historic win for consumers, 
and the largest multistate 
settlement in U.S history 
dealing with privacy. 
It comes at a time of 
mounting unease over pri- 
vacy and surveillance by 
tech companies that has 
drawn growing outrage 
from politicians and scru- 
tiny by regulators. The Su- 
preme Court’s ruling last 
month ending the constitu- 
tional protections for abor- 
tion raised potential pri- 
vacy concerns for women 
seeking the procedure or 
related information online. 
“This $391.5 million settle- 
ment is a historic win for 
consumers in an era of 
increasing 
reliance 
on 
technology,” Connecticut 
Attorney General William 
Tong said in a statement. 
“Location data is among 
the most sensitive and 
valuable personal informa- 
tion Google collects, and 
there are so many reasons 
why a consumer may opt- 
out of tracking.”q

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NEW YORK (AP) — A repre- 
sentative for Roberta Flack 
announced Monday that 
the Grammy-winning mu- 
sician has ALS, commonly 
known as Lou Gehrig’s dis- 
ease, and can no longer 
sing. 


The 
progressive 
disease 
“has made it impossible 
to sing and not easy to 
speak,” Flack’s manager 
Suzanne Koga said in a re- 
lease. “But it will take a lot 
more than ALS to silence 
this icon.” 


The announcement of the 
amyotrophic lateral scle- 
rosis diagnosis comes just 
ahead of the premiere of 
“Roberta,” a feature-length 
documentary 
debuting 
Thursday at the DOCNYC 
film festival. 
Flack is known for hits like 
“Killing Me Softly With His 
Song” and “The First Time 
I Ever Saw Your Face,” the 
latter of which catapult- 
ed her into stardom after 
Clint Eastwood used it as 
the soundtrack for a love 
scene in his 1971 movie 
“Play Misty for Me.” 
The release says that the 
Grammy-winning 
singer 
and pianist, now 85, “plans 
to stay active in her musi- 
cal and creative pursuits” 
through her eponymous 
foundation and other av- 
enues. 
The Antonino D’Ambrosio- 
directed documentary will 


be in competition at the 
festival and available via 
DOCNYC’s website for a 
week after, before airing 
on television Jan. 24 as part 
of PBS’ “American Masters” 
series. 
Flack also plans to publish a 
children’s book co-written 
with Tonya Bolden, “The 
Green Piano: How Little Me 
Found Music,” that month. 
The North Carolina-born, 
Virginia-raised Flack is the 
daughter of pianists and 
classically trained herself 
her talent won her a full ride 
to Howard University at just 
15. 
“I have long dreamed of 
telling my story to children 
about that first green piano 
that my father got for me 
from the junkyard in the 
hope that they would be 
inspired to reach for their 
dreams,” Flack was quoted 
in the release. “I want them 


to know that dreams can 
come true with persistence, 
encouragement from fam- 
ily and friends, and most of 
all belief in yourself.” 
The documentary’s televi- 
sion debut and book’s pub- 
lication kick off 2023, which 
also will see the commem- 
oration of the 50th anniver- 
sary of her fourth album, 
“Killing Me Softly,” with a 
reissue. Her label for the 
first three decades of her 
career, Atlantic Records, is 
also celebrating its 75th an- 
niversary. 
Flack had a stroke in 2016 
and spoke to The Associ- 
ated Press a little over two 
years later about returning 
to performing. When asked 
if she’d sing one of her old 
hits at a then-upcoming 
event, she quickly retorted: 
“There’s no such thing as 
an old hit,” preferring the 
term “classic” instead.q

Roberta Flack has ALS, now ‘impossible to sing,’ rep says

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Cap- 
tain Mark Stone stood in 
front of his locker Saturday 
night and acknowledged 
the Vegas Golden Knights 
probably didn’t deserve to 
win that evening. 
A reporter posed a silver- 
lining question about the 
Knights’ third-period surge 
as something to build upon. 
Stone shrugged. 
“It would’ve been nice to 
win the game,” he said. 
That’s 
the 
expectation 
these days in Vegas, that 
the final result is all that 
matters. The St. Louis Blues 
did something only two 
other teams had accom- 
plished this season beat 
the Knights. 
Just a season after miss- 
ing the playoffs for the first 
time in their short history, 
the Knights are among 
the NHL’s hottest clubs. St. 
Louis’ 3-2 victory snapped 
Vegas’ nine-game winning 
streak, a stretch the Knights 
hope sent a message they 
have little interest in missing 
the postseason again. 
The Knights (13-3) have 26 
points, best in the Western 
Conference and second 
overall to the Boston Bruins 
(28 points). Vegas first-year 
coach Bruce Cassidy spent 
the previous six seasons in 
Boston, taking the Bruins to 
the 2019 Stanley Cup Final. 
Now he’s trying to do the 
same for the Knights, and 


it’s a long time between 
now and April when the 
playoffs begin. But, for now 
at least, the Knights have a 
number of factors working 
in their favor. 
One is health. 
Vegas lost more than 500 
man-games to injury last 
season, and the Knights 
struggled to find chemis- 
try when the next man up 
wasn’t as good as the play- 
er being replaced. 
Injuries haven’t forced Cas- 
sidy to juggle his lineup thus 
far, though it doesn’t take 
much in the NHL for that 
trend to quickly change. 


Cassidy already has shown 
the ability to change plans 
on his own. 
He broke up the “Misfit 
Line” of wings Reilly Smith 
and Jonathan Marches- 
sault and center William 
Karlsson, players remaining 
from Vegas’ first season in 
2017-18. That club dubbed 
itself the “Golden Misfits” 
because they were thrown 
together on an expansion 
team. 
In this season’s sixth game 
against the Colorado Ava- 
lanche, Cassidy put that 
group back on the ice in 
the third period in search 


of offense, and he’s stayed 
with them since. Vegas lost 
that game 3-2, but then 
reeled off that nine-game 
winning streak. 
Cassidy made another no- 
table change in the offsea- 
son by switching to a zone 
defense. Opponents have 
largely been forced to 
shoot from the sides, eas- 
ing the burden on goalies 
Logan Thompson and Adin 
Hill because they generally 
don’t have to make many 
high-risk saves. 
“You could see the hockey 
IQ in training camp,” Cas- 
sidy said of his players pick- 


ing up the system. “We built 
it from 101, which is pedes- 
trian and usually for young- 
er (players), but that’s the 
way we thought we would 
teach it best. You stick with 
it, and it’s worked out. 
“We’re starting to see some 
cracks in the last road trip. 
We’re giving up too many 
chances, too many goals, 
but there are different rea- 
sons for that. That’s not al- 
ways the system.” 
“You can’t be perfect for 
82 (games),” Stone said. 
“We’re in a little bit of a 
lull, but we’re finding ways 
to win games, so maybe it 
kind of bit us a bit.” 
The goaltender situation 
was expected to be a con- 
cern after the Knights shut 
down Robin Lehner in the 
offseason because of hip 
surgery, and backup Lau- 
rent Brossoit missed the be- 
ginning of this season for 
the same reason. Brossoit 
now plays for the Knights’ 
American Hockey League 
affiliate, the Henderson Sil- 
ver Knights, after clearing 
waivers last week. 
Thompson has made a 
startling climb to the NHL 
because he took the un- 
usual route of coming from 
Canadian college hockey 
rather than the junior cir- 
cuit. He took over in net 
at the end of last season 
and showed promise in go- 
ing 10-5-3 with a .914 save 
percentage, allowing 2.68 
goals a game. q

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NFL: Bills’ catch vs Vikings should have been overturned

ORCHARD PARK, N.Y. (AP) 
— The Vikings beat the Bills 
in overtime. If not for an offi- 
ciating mistake, they might 
have won in regulation. 
The NFL's senior vice presi- 
dent of officiating acknowl- 
edged there was a break- 
down in the instant replay 
process after a pivotal play 
late in Minnesota's 33-30 
win over Buffalo on Sunday. 
Gabe Davis' 20-yard re- 
ception along the sideline 
with 24 seconds left in regu- 
lation should have been 
reviewed before the Bills 
ran another play, Walt An- 
derson told a pool reporter 
after the game. The catch 
happened during Buffalo's 
five-play, 69-yard drive that 
ended with Tyler Bass hit- 
ting a 29-yard field goal to 
force overtime with 2 sec- 
onds left. 
"Even though it happens 
fast and Buffalo hurries to 
the line of scrimmage for 
the next play, if the replay 
official can't confirm that it 
was a catch on that long 
of a completed pass, we 
should stop play to ensure 
it was a catch," Anderson 
said. 
On replays, it appeared 
that Davis did not secure 
the ball while falling out of 


bounds. 
"It would have been re- 
versed to an incomplete 
pass because he did not 
maintain control of the 
ball after he hit the ground 
and the ball touched the 
ground out of bounds," An- 
derson said. 
Vikings 
coach 
Kevin 
O'Connell said the catch 
happened in front of him 
on the sideline. He was un- 
able to challenge the ruling 


because it occurred in the 
final 2 minutes, and said he 
did not get an explanation 
from officials. 
"I didn't think it was a 
catch," O'Connell said. "In 
that mode, that needs to 
be something they need to 
review from up top, or pos- 
sibly New York. We didn't 
get any clarification on 
that. I did ask." 
Anderson said league of- 
ficials will review the video 


and audio from the game 
to determine why there 
wasn't a replay. 
"I'll have to find out from the 
replay official exactly what 
he didn't feel like he saw to 
stop the game," Anderson 
said. 
O'Connell said there might 
have been another of- 
ficiating error in overtime 
that could have affected 
the result. He questioned 
whether the Bills had 12 de- 


fenders on the field when 
Minnesota running back 
Dalvin Cook was tackled 
for a 3-yard loss on first- 
and-goal from the Bills 2. 
The Vikings kicked what 
turned out to be the win- 
ning field goal three plays 
later, but a touchdown on 
the opening drive of over- 
time would have ended 
the game without giving 
the Bills' offense a chance 
to respond. 
Anderson credited replay 
officials for making the 
right decision on two key 
plays in the final minute of 
regulation. He said replays 
showed 
Vikings 
quarter- 
back Kirk Cousins' shoulder 
was down before he ex- 
tended the ball over the 
goal line on fourth-and- 
goal from the half-yard line 
with 49 seconds remaining. 
On the next play, Bills quar- 
terback Josh Allen muffed 
the snap, which was recov- 
ered by Vikings linebacker 
Eric Kendricks for a touch- 
down. 
Anderson 
said 
replays 
clearly showed Allen losing 
the ball, and officials prop- 
erly stayed with the call on 
the field — a Vikings touch- 
down — after various cam- 
era angles were unable 
to confirm who made the 
recovery.q

Browns QB Watson cleared to practice as suspension nears end

CLEVELAND (AP) — De- 
shaun Watson's return from 
an 11-game NFL suspen- 
sion remains on schedule. 
Cleveland's No. 1 quarter- 
back was cleared to prac- 
tice Monday, a significant 
step for the three-time Pro 
Bowler accused of sexual 
misconduct by more than 


two dozen women while 
he played for Houston. 
Watson reached a settle- 
ment with the league in 
August to sit out 11 games, 
pay a $5 million fine and 
undergo counseling and 
treatment. 
To this point, the league 
said he's fulfilled those ob- 
ligations. 
"Watson has thus far com- 
plied with the require- 
ments set out in the Au- 
gust agreement, includ- 
ing evaluation by an NFL- 
NFLPA jointly appointed 
clinical professional and 
participation in a treat- 
ment program designed 
by behavioral experts, and 
is expected to continue to 
do so following his return to 
the football field," league 
spokesman Brian McCar- 
thy said in an email. 


As long as he continues 
to meet conditions of the 
agreement, Watson will 
make his regular-season 
debut for the Browns on 
Dec. 4 against Houston, 
which drafted him in 2017 
and traded him to Cleve- 
land in March for three 
first-round draft picks. 
Before Monday, Watson 
had been allowed only to 
attend meetings and work 
out at the team's facility 
in Berea. The Browns (3-6), 
who were blown out 39-17 
on Sunday in Miami, don't 
practice until Wednesday, 
when Watson will rejoin his 
teammates on the field for 
the first time in months. 
"It'll be great," said wide re- 
ceiver Donovan Peoples- 
Jones, 
adding 
Watson 
can provide a moral boost 
to the Browns even before 


playing. "He's a leader. So 
his voice, what he thinks, 
can help us." 
Browns general manager 
Andrew Berry recently said 
Watson will play against 
the Texans. The QB will 
need some time to ramp 
up to game speed after 
sitting out the entire 2021 
season while demanding 
a trade. 
When he takes the field in 
Houston, it will be 700 days 
between 
regular-season 
games for Watson, who 
played briefly in Cleve- 
land's exhibition opener at 
Jacksonville before his sus- 
pension began. 
Jacoby Brissett has started 
the Browns' first nine games 
and will play in at least two 
more — at Buffalo on Sun- 
day and home against 
Tampa Bay on Nov. 26 — 


before Watson takes over. 
Coach Kevin Stefanski said 
Watson will get some work 
starting this week in prac- 
tice, but the focus will re- 
main on Brissett taking the 
majority of snaps so he's 
ready to play. 
"We'll have a plan for him 
(Watson) to start getting 
ready," Stefanski said. "But 
Jacoby is the No. 1 priority 
in getting ready to play in 
this game. Whatever we 
do for Deshaun won't take 
away from Jacoby's prep- 
aration." The 27-year-old 
Watson insists he did not 
harass any of the women, 
who accused him of lewd 
behavior during massage 
therapy sessions. He set- 
tled 23 of 24 civil lawsuits 
filed against him and was 
named in another last 
month.q
